Threatening the Swiss 


E ARE TOLD THAT ALL BUT TWO 
Swiss newspapers have been banned 
from Italy. Officials in Rome are angercd 
because the leading journals in the alpine 
republic are finding a good deal of satisfac- 
tion in the gallant fight which comparatively 
tiny Greece is putting up against Mussolini's 
much-vaunted war machine. So the Italian 
radio announces that the territory and con- 
stitution of the Fascist state’s northern 
neighbor cannot be guaranteed immunity fn 
the new Structure of Europe; but it is one 
thing for Il Duce’s propaganda department 
to accuse the Swiss press of cramming its 
columns “full of lies,” of publ'shing “arti- 
ficial catestrophes whch were completely 
false.” and quite another to follow up Its 
threats by the establishment of a new front. 
Switzerland's precarious position, how- 
ever, is one which must cause growing con 
cern to the Swiss people and government. 
This small country, admired throughout the 
world for the sturdy Independence it has 
so miraculously maintained through two 
wars which have engulfed all the major 
nations of Europe, ie hemmed in on every 
side by Nazi.dominated countries—France on 
the west, Italy on the south, Austria on the 
north and east. She is cut off from all her 
normal intercourse with the rest “of ‘the 
world; again she. has been compelled to 
close her tourist ledgers that, for many 
years, have showed the credit trading 
balance with which she has been enabled to 
pursue her peaceful and prosperous way 
Of late, Ine'dentally, Nazi propaganda 
has made much of th» necessity to “find a 
new relationship to Germany,” which is the 
quaint euphemism for the “get out-of the 
way-by-peaceful-means” pressure so success 
fully applied at Munich. Swiss independence 
naturally offends the totalitarian potentates 
as they survey it In the midst of a collection 
of more powerful states already humbled 
and enslavrd—for the time being. But Swiss 
resolution and devotiori have not faltered 
One is prompted to inquire, nevertheless, if 
the nation’s economic stamina will sustain 
the people’s spir'tual courag>. A world looks 
on with admiration and hopes.

“We can't go on the way we 
are.” he said, and went on to 
analyze the prices of pigs, bran, 
shorts, flour for export, flour for 
domestic consumption, and 
freight rates.

Premier Pattullo said in a state 
ment this afternoon in the Legis 
lature 

“I look upon the report of the 
Rowell Sirois Commission as of 
most valuable character,” said 
Mr. Pattullo, “but this govern- 
ment is not prepared to accept 
the recommendations of this re 
port in toto as suitably applicable 
to British Columbia. 1 do not 
agree with all its conclusions and 
the very bases upon which those 
conclusions were arrived at by 
the commission, have in this al 
yeady short space of time very 
considerably altered, and have 
changed the picture. » 

In a country as far flung as 
Canada, It is not possible that a 
Single measure would meet the
